Vatican  Ambassador 

Protestants  are  Indignant 
on  the  last  day  of  the  Senate  Session 
pres.  Truman  appointed  Gen.  Mark  Clar 
to  be  a  full-fledged  ambassador  to  the 
Pope  which  resulted  in  a  storm  of  pro¬ 
tests  from  his  own  Baptist  and  other 
protestant  churches.

He 
said  it  was  "disruptive  of  national 
unity." 

Clark’s  nomination  Went  to  the  Senate 
only  a  few  hours  before  the  expected 
adjournment  of  Congress.  There  appear¬ 
ed  no  possibility  the  Senate  would  act 
at  this  session  on  whether  to  confirm 
him. 

Dr.  Fredrick  Reissig,  executive  secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Washington  Federation  of 
Churches,  and  a  United  Lutheran  minis¬ 
ter,  said  Mr.  Truman  was  driving  "the 
major  religious  groups  farther  apart.” 
He  said  it  was  all  exceedingly  regreta- 
ble,  especially  that  Mr.  Truman  “has 
so  little  regard  for  the  feelings  of  the 
majority  of  the  American  people.” 

Dr.  Edward  Hughes  Pruden  of  the 
First  Baptist  church  here  which  Mr. 
Truman  attends,  said  he  was  “very 
sorry”  about  the  appointment. 

Glenn  L.  Archer,  executive  secretary 
of  Protestants  and  other  Americans 
United  for  Separation  of  Church  and 
State,  said  his  organization  will  ask  the 
Senate  not  to  confirm  Clark’s  nomina¬ 
tion.

Dr.  Sadler  said  that  one  striking  phase 
»f  postwar  Europe  is  the  resurgence  of 
religion  in  Germany.  He  reported  some 
1,000  Baptists  in  45  churches  in  Holland. 
S’ord  from  missionaries  in  Italy  gave 
nformation  that  evangelical  radio  broad- 
tasts  have  been  resumed.  When  D.  Sad¬ 
ler  was  in  Italy  in  June  this  year,  Pro¬ 
testant  broadcasting  had  been  interrupt¬ 
ed  and  freedom  of  worship  was  threat¬ 
ened. 

He  reported  that  the  American  Embas- 
ly  has  been  informed  by  Spanish  author¬ 
ities  in  Madrid  that  the  governor  of  Ali¬ 
cante  has  been  ordered  to  permit  the 
tpening  of  a  Baptist  chapel  there.  “This 
is  the  best  bit  of  news  we  have  had  in 
a  long  time,  so  far  as  our  status  in  Spain 
is  concerned,”  he  said. 

Dr.  Everett  Gill’s  report  to  the  Board 
was  a  survey  of  ten  years  of  missionary 
advance  in  Latin  America.  "Without 
question  the  340  active  missionaries  serv¬ 
ing  in  13  Latin  American  republics  rep¬ 
resent  our  greatest  investment  and  con¬ 
stitute  our  first  line  of  missionary  ad¬ 
vance.  Today  we  can  joyfully  report 
that  every  independent  republic  in  Latin 
America  has  a  Baptist  witness.  In  1941 
there  were  37  mission  stations;  today 
kttiere  are  69.  In  1941  we  reported  169 
|»  Tiaries;  today,  340.  In  1941  there 
^Bcre  873  Baptist  churches;  today  there 
are  1,492.  Membership  in  the  Baptist 
;hurches  has  increased  from  75,265  to 
146,035.  In  1941  we  reported  7,382  bap¬ 
tisms;  and  in  1950,  11,768.” 

According  to  Board  Treasurer  Everett 
L.  Deane,  "Fifteen  years  ago  contribu¬ 
tions  received  during  the  lirst  nine 
months  of  the  year  totaled  $768,600.  Dur¬ 
ing  tile  first  nine  months  of  this  year  we 
received  $5,461,000.”

—  (BP)  —  “Our 
Catholic-Protestant  Marriage,”  an  article 
in  the  April  issue  of  Home  Life,  publica¬ 
tion  of  the  Baptist  Sunday  School  Board, 
is  being  made  available  in  tract  form, 
announces  the  Home  Curriculum  Depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Board. 

The  tract,  a  Baptist  woman’s  descrip¬ 
tion  of  a  nineteen-year  marriage  to  a 
Catholic  husband,  was  printed  in  answer 
to  the  demand  of  Baptists  throughout 
the  Convention  territory. 

In  the  tract,  both  the  Baptist  wife  and 
the  Catholic  husband  admit  “the  relig¬ 
ious  difference  has  been  an  ever-present 
insoluble  problem”  to  the  extent  that  if 
the  marriage  were  to  be  repeated  neith¬ 
er  of  them  would  think  it  wise.

WE  LEARN  WHAT  TO  DO 

Don’t  believe  it?  Well,  that  is  what  the 
psychologists  tell  us. 

Of  course,  they  may  not  know  any 
more  about  it  than  the  common  run  of 
us,  but  they  do  spend  a  lof  of  time  think¬ 
ing  about  such  things  and  making  all 
kinds  of  tests,  etc. 

And,  we  have  been  hearing  all  these 
years  that  “We  learn  to  do  by  doing,” 
Jesus  said,  “If  ye  know  these  things, 
happy  are  ye  if  ye  do  them.”  James  said, 
“Be  not  hearers  of  the  Word  only,  but 
doers.”  Jesus  also  said,  “By  their  fruits 
ye  shaH  know  them.” 

So,  after  all,  the  psychologists  are  in 
pretty  good  company  with  their  say¬ 
ing.  i 

We  also  know  that  a  boy,  no  matter 
how  talented,  will  never  become  a  great 
athlete  by  simply  sitting  on  the  side¬ 
lines  watching  the  other  boys  play,  but 
by  getting  in  the  game  and  doing  what 
he  knows. 

One  never  becomes  a  great  musician, 
or  anything  else,  by  simply  having  a 
mental  grasp  of  it,  but  by  the  diligent 
application  of  that  knowledge  to  the 
thing  at  hand.  The  greatest  illustration 
of  this  is  the  parable  of  the  talents,  and 
the  one  who  gave  us  that  was  the  best 
teacher  the  world  has  ever  had. 

Well,  what  of  it?  Suppose  all  this  is 
true?  What's  the  point? 

Just  this:  The  pupils  in  our  Sunday 
school  classes  will  never  be  what  they 
might  so  long  as  the  teacher  does  noth¬ 
ing  but  lecture  to  them.  The  pupils  must 
respond  and  participate  in  the  work  of 
the  class  if  they  are  to  get  the  most  from 
it.  The  teacher  is  the  one  most  responsi¬ 
ble  here.  If  the  teacher  provides  for  par¬ 
ticipation,  some  will  respond. 

The  old  principle  of  “You  sit  still 
while  I  instill"  will  never  get  the  results, 
nor  will  it  secure  class  participation.
